The King of Belgium and his associ- 
ates of this syndicate are now building a 
railroad from Portuguese West Africa 
across the continent to these mines.

It 
ig pear-snaped, rather than round, with 
the lower half of the pear below the 
surface. This migthty pear is composed 
of nothing but lead and zinc ore, Two 
cross cuts or tunnels have been run 
through it on a level with tne plain, 
and there is nothing but lead or zine 
all the way. The lead in the main tun- 
nel is 58 per cent pure, and the main 
tunnel over 8 per cent, the whole con- 
taining high ‘values throughout. By 
means Of a diamond drill the mine has 
been tested for 100 feet belaw the sur- 
face, and the drill is still in the ore. 
Borings in the plain two miles to the 
southeast and northwest have disclosed 
ore equally rich. ’ 

A Little Zine Mountain. 


After leaving the hil! 
Mr. Donald, the mine manager, to an- 
other about a half mile distant over 
the plain, This is known ag hill No. &. 
It is 90 feet high, containing about 
four times a8 much ore above the sur- 
face as the hill I have mentioned. Its 
ore is almost altogether zinc, the main 
body containing 35 or 40 per cent of 
that metal. A wide vein of reef takes 
up the greatest part of the hill, and 
the remainder is composeg of leach- 
ings from this body. Ten thousand 
tons of ore have already been taken 
out of the pockets near the reef, and 
it is calculated that the main body 
has more than 400,000 tons of zinc, and 
that there are 300,000 tons more above 
the water level, which occurs at 16 
feet below the surface.

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| A BLOW TO RATE INCREASES. 


| One of the most forceful arguments presented against the 
freight rates which the railroads are now seeking to maintain, particularly 
‘in southern territory, comes direct from a member of the interstate com- 
}merce commission, before which this rate fight is now being waged. 

Commissioner Charlies A. Prouty, of that body, while not predicting an 


increased 


immediate shortage in freight cars, expresses the view that as soon as bus- 
‘iness fully revives the railroads of the country will find themselves at a 
| loss for equipment with which to handle it. 

| And Commissioner Prouty takes what may be considered a consérvative 
‘view, for coupled witn it comes the statement from Traffic Manager Pawkett, 
‘of the Fort Worth freight bureau, that October will witness a car shortage 
the equivalent of that which came so near to paralyzing transportation two 
‘years ago. . 

Between these two views it is safe, at least, to strike a mean which in- 
‘dicates that within the next few months the railroads will find themselves 
confronted by a scarcity of equipment which promises to disorganize traffic 
‘and throw commerce again into confusion. 

Indeed, there is every probability of an equipment 
rush orders for cars that many railroads are now placing with the manu- 
‘factories will not be able to adequately supply. 
| The Constitution, in presenting argument against the rate increases, has 
‘had occasion several times to call attention to this prospect, which, with 
ithe greatest crop year the country has ever known, and the revival of man-

A lean year came upon the railroads; the public war upon them shifted 
about and the apparent justness of their contention for the maintenance of 
the status quo was conceded. 

But unwilling to bear their proportionate part of the burden of that lean 
year, they are seeking to recoup by putting increased tariff charges upon 
the public. | 

In this they are, in effect, opening the doors for another storm about 
their heads when the now approaching traffic revival shall have brought 
them business beyond their capacity and, perhaps, revenue beyond their 
apparent needs. 

But whatever shal] be the outcome of this contention for and against 
these rate increases, we again call the attention of the interstate commerce 
commission to the vital importance of its speedy solution.

NAMING THE “LOBBYISTS.” 


| Amid charges and rumofs of lobbying The Constitution has persistently 
called upon those responsible for them to come out with the names of the 
alleged guilty parties that they might be held up before the state as ex- 
amples of this pernicious element which has been so determinedly be- 
sieging legislative halls and, if guilty of the charges, dealt with as the law 
directs.

Former Governor Joseph M. Terrell, who after ably and conscientiously 
serving the state for years as attorney general, gave it one of the best 
administrations as chief executive it has ever known.

itha ere is absolutely nothing in the movement of the Georgia peach grow- 
ers upon which it could have built its political screed. 

Chere is a vast, an essential difference, between industrial organiation 
for systematic distribution and to prevent the glutting of markets. and organ- 
ization for the purpose of monopolizing a business and putting out its product 
at its own price. 

Perhaps The Advertiser, so accustomed to the latter form of organiza- 
tion, which defines the real trust, is unable to see the difference. 

In the first place, the peach growers have never intended to, and could 
not, if they would, organize to the extent of demanding a fixed price for their 
product. The very perishable nature of it would preclude any such action. 
It would make no difference how well they distributed it, they could not par- 
ticularly in abundant years, put a price upon the product that would drive 
off the consumer or even incline him to hesitate. 

In the very nature of things, therefore, the peach growers could not. if 
they wished, form themselves into what is commonly accepted as a “trust.” 

They have never had a thought of attempting it. 

But when it comes to organization for the purpose of proper and sys- 
tematic distribution, they owe such action. not only to themselves, but to the 
consumers of their product the country over. 

Boston, being a market next in Importance, perhaps, to New York, may 
Not have suffered for lack of peaches during the recent fruit season: but 
there are hundreds of communities the country over which, while peaches 
were selling at 50 cents a crate in New York—not enough to pay for packing 
and shipment—could not buy them for love nor money. 

Such a condition is a manifest injustice to those communities which 
wanted the fruit and, although it was going to waste in the big eastern mar- 
kets, could not get it at any price. 

There was one day during the peach season, for example, when, with 
150 carloads in New York, where the fruit was being given away for less 
than the freight charges, the people of Rochester, scarcely 200 miles away, 
were paying $2.50 per crate and could scarcely get it at that price. 

if Rochester and other similar markets had been well supplied, the fruit 
would have commanded better prices in New York, while the other markets 
would have afforded it at a far more reasonable figure. 

That is all there is to the movement of the Georgia peach growers. They 
propose to protect themselves against actual loss and, at the same time, pro- 
tect the consumer outside the big markets against such fabulous prices as 
they were often called upon to pay, even during the season of greatest fruit 


abundance.

The following letter

Editor Constitution—Since returning 
from the north, my attention has been 
called to various editorials ang arti- 
cles which have appeared in The Con- 
stitution with reference to the grow- 
ers of Georgia forming an associa- 
tion for the proper distribution of 
the peach crop. 

Such action on the part of the grow- 
ers will, in my judgment, practically 
double the amount they have been re- 
ceiving in the past. There are over 
one hundred points that can take froin 
one to twenty cars of peaches daily 
without glutting the market, whiie in 
the past practically the entire crop 
has been shipped to only six points— 
that was a fact when I represented 
the Southern railway in the peach ter- 
ritory, and I presume conditions are 
somewhat similar today. 

The only salvation of peach growing 
in Georgia is proper distribution, and 
this can only be 4ffected by an asso- 
clation, in charge of a _ thoroughly 
competent» manager. The growers 
should employ a man who has had 
years of experience in the railroad 
business, as well as in handling re- 
frigerator cars. 

In understand tnat the growers are 
working on the proposition now, and 
I sincerely trust that nothing will oc- 
cur to prevent them from carrying your 
suggestion to a successful conclusion 
before the beginning of another season. 
They certainly cannot afford longer to 
do business on the old lines,’ which 
have and will continue to prove so dis- 
astrous. Not only the peach growers, 
put every man in the state who is in- 
terested in the prosperity of Georgia, 
owes The Constitution thanks for the 
good work it has done in this matter.

A man sent me a note a few days ago asking me to send him 
some of the same medicine that had cured his friend of Stricture. 
If I had sent the medicine, he would have received more harm than 
good. I answered him that he must call for a thorough examination 
and when he called I found his condition different from his friend’s, 
though in each case the symptoms were seemingly the same. 

Is it any wonder that I insist over and over on correct diagnosis? 
Now, in the first case the man had a Stricture, there was the accom- 
panying backache, difficulty in urinating and other symptoms indica- 
tive of the trouble, but an examination revealed simply a swollen and 
infiltrated condition of the urethral tissues and not a true organic 
Stricture, although the caliber of the canal was decidedly narrowed. 

In the latter case there was a true organic Stricture and the 
medicine that promptly relieved and in the end cured the first case 
would be absolutely useless in the second. 

Unfortunately, the layman is inclined to look upon the Stricture 
as a disease of itself and as all cases being the same. That is 
one reason why many fail to get a cure. They go to some one who 
does not go carefully into the details of the case, and in consequence 
fails to cure a large proportion of cases. 

Remember that tender handling, careful attention to detail and a

Queer Situation Confronts the 
- Legislature 


MUST BEUSED FOR SCHOOLS 


Deelured That Tax to Sapport Con- 
victs Would Violate the Consti- 
tation, and Extra Session 
Cannot Levy Tax Except 
for the Convicts. 


There is what appears to be a well 
founded suspicion that the legisiature 
may slip a cog in its efforts to im- 
pose a tax upon the sale and manu- 
facture of near beer for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the state's 
penitentia., system. 

The constitution, it appears, 
that the tax upon “the sale of spiritu- 
ous and malt liquors, which the gen- 
eral assembly is hereby authorized to 
#..ess,” shall be “set apart anqg de- 
voted for the support of the common 
schools.” 

This provision is found i 
section 3 and paragraph |}, 
constitution, and attention 
calle@d to the fact that this 
nat specify, in the language 
state prohibition act, that they 
b: .ch liquors as “if drunk 
will produce intoxication.”

bas made a remarkably sug- 
gestive “Study in the Method of Our 
Lord,” in ‘his last book entitled 
“Christ's Table Taik.” The work is 
divided into thirteen chapters, intro- 
duced by a ‘foreword.’ and concluded 
by an “Epilogue.’”’ The divi8ions of 
the study make a list of subjects, each 
of which might profitably be made the 
theme for a sermon. The chapters are 
not exhaustive discussions, but may 
rather be taken as so many openings 
into the real meaning of “Christ's Ta- 
ble Talk.’’ 

Had Bishop Hendrix gone further out 
into the various fields of his chosen 
Study, he might have written thirteen, 
Or twenty-six books, instead of thirteen 
chapters condensed into 212 pages. 

The book is all the more valuable
